The House resolution ealling for the 
passage of a State law abolishing property 
qualitications was referred to the Committee 
on Council.

The Republicans 
urged Mr. Rowse’s motion to refer to the 
(ommittee on Elections, sO that 
an investigation might be made 
of the late election, While the Democrats op- 
posed iton the ground that there was no 
reason to believe that the election was. not a 
fnir one.

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SOUTH AMERICAN CANNIBALS. 
How the Huitotes and the Guaques Treat 
Their War Prisoners. 
[From the Panama Star and Heral.l. } 

A curious story comes to us upon the aue 
thority of the Prefect of the District of Ca- 
queta, in the State of Cauea and on the borders 
of the Brazilian Empire, of hostilities between 
savage Indian tribes which are marked by the 
atrocities common to Central Africa or the 
islands of the South Sea. On the lower part 
of the River Caqueta live two tribes of Indians, 
the Huitotes end Guaques, between whom ap- 
pearsto be an feud. The original 
of the sanguinary wars between 
these two tries is unknown, but the fact re- 
mains that they seem to exist but to destroy 
and annihilate each other in the most horrible 
manner. Although the tribe of the (iuaques 
engage in commerce with any who may visit 
their territory, they are nevertheless veritable 
cannibals so far asthe Huitotes are concerned, 
Whom they huntas they would wild beasts, 
With the object of making prisoners, whom 
thev sellas slaves in Brazilian territory, or 
reserve fora worse fate, serving up the still 
palpitating bodies of their vietimis as an arti- 
cle of food in their horrible and disgusting 
feasts. The frightful orgies pract:e*d at these 
barbaric rites are described by a gentleman 
hamed Guzman, a Colombian, who, for com- 
mercial purposes, visited the country inhab- 
ited by these tribes. 

The buildings or temples in which the vie- 
tims are sacrifleed are’ about thirtv metreS 
square, With several doors on either side, and 
will accommodate about thirty individuals. 
The victimselected is led by a chief s-veral 
times up and down before the assembled sav- 
aves ainid shouts and laughter: the trembling 
captive is ebiiced to pass out and in through 
the various doors, and at last is allowed to re- 
main standing for a few minutes inthe center 
of the building jn the midst of his savage des- 
trovers. Then, without a word of warning, 
the chief attacks the helpless creature with « 
club, Knocking him senseless or dead with the 
first blow, and proceeds to dismember and di- 
vide the bedy among those present, 
who devour the remains without = the 
formality of submitting them to the fire. 
Like wild animals, crouched upon the mud 
floor.they proceed to their unnatural and hor- 
rible fenst. 

But the Guaques are in turn exposed to the 
attacks of wandering parties of Brazilian- ne- 
groes, Who at certain seasons of the vear as- 
cend the Caqueta River, attack dwellings and 
Villages, making prisoners of men, women and 
children, whom they earry off to their homes 
amd sell into slavery. Hundreds of Indians 
are thus carried into slavery every year. 

The whole story seems incredible, and ap- 
pears to be one of the vagaries of « luxuriant: 
imagination rather than sober fact. If true,it 
evinces remarkable indifférence to. the condi- 
tion of the Indian tribes. who have been eon- 
quered only to be left helpless and defense- 


less,
